QUITO. — 


"THE Israeli flag has long been 

Flown at the lowest point In 
the world, at the Dead Sea. At 
the end of last month 
taken to ita highest altitude yot 
— atop a 4,780-metre peak in 
the Ecuadorian Andes, It was 
planted there on May 24, Ecua- 
dor’s National Day, by a team 
of local climbers and a lone Is- 
raeli — Sgan-Aluf Zvi Herut, 
head of Israel's technical aid mis- 
sion to Ecuador. 

Mountaineering (or Andinismo 
as it is called in this part of 
the world) is s new sport in 
Keuador, and the flag-plantlng 
ceremony was an imaginative 
and adventurous way of ushering 
in the 150th anniversary year 
of the country's liberation from 
the domination of Spain. The de- 
cisive haitle agninst the Spa- 
niards was fought on the uppor 
slopea of Mt. Pichincha, faclng 
Quite, on May 24, 1822 by 1,000 
Keuadoriun troeps under the 
leadership of the youthful but 
Wustrious Marshal Jose Antonio 
de Suere. 

To celebrate the occasion, the 
local mountaineering elub  deeid- 
ed on a simultaneous climb of 
24 Andean peaks, atop which the 
Ecuadurian flag and the national 
flaga of a number of other coun- 
tries represented in Ecuador 
would be planted. Among the 
guest-countries so honoured wero 
the 1% friendly states of the 
American continent, the four Mu- 
ropean mountiineering countries 
of Switzerland, Italy, hance and 
Gormany, as well as Spain and 
Israel.

Lehava — the name means

before the Panthers hit the 
headlines. “Our group did not 
form in the wake of riots or de- 
monstrations, and was not inspur- 
ed by them,” the group's 100-odd 
members point out. 


Lehava and the Panthers make 
their appeals to the same people, 
with the same problems. But 
there is a deep and basic _differ- 
ence, 85 one bespectacled Lehava 
volunteer of Yemenite origin 
pointed out. “We are coming 
here, to Hatikva, with wholesome 
milk.

There'll always be an Anglo-Jewry 


FER a visit to Britnin In the 

early 1060s, 1 published some 
Impressions of the community in 
these pages. The gist was that 
British Jewry — Mke Britaln Itself 
— had become a backwater and that, 
for all its many merits, It was dif- 
ficult to contemplate ita future 
without misgivings: it lacked vital 
leadership and certain diaryptive 
tendencies were comlug to the fora. 
A lack of chal- 
lengo wus lend- 
Ing to a lack of 
response, and 
there were no 
signs of adapta- 
tion such as 
were to be found 
in American 
Jewry. At the 
time these com- 
ments led to an angry reaction in 
Britain, and some of the leaders of 
the community asked if I could be 
prevented from writing on the sub- 
jectl 

‘Now along comes Cha'm Ber- 
mant, the fair-halred boy of Bri- 
tish Jewry, and ends his descrip- 
tion and analysis with the con- 
clusion that whereas individuals 
may be flourishing, the community 
qs well on the way to extinction. 
If the strength of British Jewry 
could ‘be measured ‘by the number 
and vigour of its Institutions, he 
writes, It would be very healthy: 
but the interest attracted by the 
institutions diverts attention from 
the erosion of the community as 
a whole. He cites, for example, one 
of the few serious sociological stu- 
dies made in the provinces, which 
indleates that religious observance 
Is declining, morals are looser, 
family ‘traditions weaker, Hebrew 
instruction is nominal, Zionism on 
the wane, and folkways are vanish- 
ing. 

The truth is that British Jewry 
inspires conclusions that can be too 
extreme In elther direction, One can 
‘be a prophet of Doom, basing onc- 
self on incontrovertible evidence of 
decline; or one can be highly op- 
timlatic by concentrating on the 
widespread ‘Jewishness” of {πὲ 
community and its achievements In 
community organization and educa- 
tion — especially when compared 
with other Diaspora communities. It 
is this last perspective that I miss 
In Bermant. For him, British Jewry 
exists In splendid isolation from 
other Jewish communities, But to 
get a proper assessment, it niust be 
viewed against the background of, 
and in comparison with, similar 
communities. Thus, lt will be scen 
that it lacks the dynamism of 
American and perhaps South Afri- 
ean Jewry, hut it can boast a lower 
inter-marriage rate and higher edu- 
cational achievements than most 
Diaspora communities. 

Chaim Bermant is himself a ma- 
jor institution In British Jewry. In 
the "Jewish Chronicle” and in 
various novels he has satirised the 
community and become a sort of 
court jester — in the best jester 
tradition whereby his quips are 
founded on 5. profound melancholy. 
In “Troubled ‘fden” (doubtless 
meant to be read also as “Troubled 
idn"}, he presents his anatomy of 
British Jewry. It is informative, 
readable and frequently pungent. 

One of the most obvious charac- 
teristics of Anglo-Jewry in its early 
years was its efforts to model it- 
self on British society. It became 
extremely class-conscious, The Jew- 
jeh aristocracy (which Bermant calls 
the "cousinnood”) was long fawned 
on, The Chief Rabbinate was creat- 
ed in the image of the Anglican 
Church, and the Chief Rabbi used 
to regard himaelf primarily as 8 
Jewish Archbishop of Canterbury.

The ‘Board of Deputles saw itself 
as a miniature Parllament. The 
ralsbls were “Reverends,” and sport- 
ed the parsonic “dog-collar’ and 
canonicals. Carinel College, a post- 
World War II creation, eame to 
be proudly referred to as “the 
Jewish Bton." But for all this the 
Jews remained outside ‘British so- 
clety. In a ‘British ffm shown a 
few weeks ago on Jurdanian tele- 
vision, one of the characters jovial- 
ly remarked: “My brother's got a 
good job. He’s British conaul ἐπ 
Golder's Green.” It was good for 
a laugh — but take a moment and 
think of the soclological implica- 
tions. 

Bermant enjoys himself unravel- 
ling the complicated skeins of com- 
munal organization. There are, he 
relates, organizations for every con- 
ecivable object and a few incon- 
celvable ones. He notes, for example, 
that the goclety of Mohelim (ritual 
cireumelsers), known as the Jewish 
Initiation Society, has 67 members 
— 56 mohelim, 10 physicians and 
one who by training is a tailor and 
cutter, In fact, he finds over 300 
organizations In the community, 
noting that most of them are 
easler to establish than to dissolve. 
This also illustrates the truism that 
the community Is running largely 
on its traditions {another character- 
Istie absorbed from the British).

It Is In the sphere of religion 
where Bermant moat enjoys hiin- 
self ("In the ultra-Orthodox) Adaa, 
they are miserable sinners; in the 
United Synagogue, contented sin- 
ners; in the Reform and Liberal sy- 
nagogues they are not aware they 
huve gone wrong”). The synagogue 
scene iy a major Jewish sport — 
with its genteel hypocriay, strong 
traditions, and frequent storms in 
very British teacups. The United 
Synagogue — the major grouping 
of Orthodox synagogues cele- 
brated its centenary last year, yet, 
according to Bermant, lts present 
head, Sir Isaac Wolfson, is the first 
President to be a practising Or- 
thedex Jew. But there 15 another 
alde: the very flexibility of British 
orthodoxy has teen part of its 
strength, and recent severe rell- 
gious clashes have reaulted from 
the emergence [rom the wings onto 
centre stage of a group which 


challenges this pliability. 

And this brings us to the Louis 
Jacobs Affair which Bermant 
works up to 85 a crescendo, But 
the trouble with the Jacobs Affalr 
was thit lt fizzled out like a damp 
squib, The explosion never came 
despite the attempts of the power- 
ful “Jewish Chronicle” to stir the 
Issue up to major dimenalons. It 
seemed briefly as though it might 
he aon exciting moment, and Ber- 
mant relishes the savour of the old 
battle, but it showed that British 
Jewry was not to be shaken out 
of its religious lethargy. For ona 
thing Rabbi Jacobs a flne 
achojar, writer and apeaker — was 
not prepared to all 95 theses to 
the synagogue door. He expressed a 
single thesis conveying his 
doubts concerning the Sinaitic ori- 
gin of the Tora In a 
Most gentlemanly way, but insisted 
that hls doubts implied no practl- 
cal repercussions, and so the whole 
affalr wos politely academic. Look- 
ing back, one can see how little 
difference it made. No congrega- 
tion, apart from his own, came 
out in Rabbi Jacobs' support, and 
the promised rebelHon (hailed as 
ἃ potentiul Conyervative Judaism) 
collapsed, leaving the diehards in a 
stronger position than previously. 

Bermant hag aome tart comments 
on ‘British Zlonlam. He says that 


since 1048 it Is like the hoard of 
ἃ company that has been nationalls- 
ed. It hag good will, expericnce and 
capital — but no clear ideas as to 
what to do with itself. But as far 
as aliya is concerned he Ia still 
In the pre-Slx Day War era, when 
fewer than 500: a year came to 
larael, The considerable jump since 
then needs an analysis he does not 
provide. He concludes ‘by asking 
why more people don't go to Tarael 
and answers: 

“The amount of overt antl-Sem- 
itlem Is well within the tolerance 
Jevel of most Jews... prosperity 
bilnds. As long as a Jew can bor- 
row at @ per cent and obtain 7 
per cent he does not allow the 
thoughts which may race through 
Bis subconscious mind to invade 
the conscious. 
British Jewa who could not bring 
themselves to leave this country. 
The love of England persista even 
among those who never learned to 
apeak English... This is home and 
few Jews can think of any other 
place in the same terms." 

And without golng into propor- 
tlons, for many English Jews that 
is perfectly true — however hard 
this may be to understand for those 
who have come from different sorts 
of countries or who remain con- 
scious of the sweep of Jewish 
history.

[ΗΕ above prefatory comment to 
“The Jevrish Mystique" 15 ty- 
pical of the provocative and se- 
rlous tone of the book in which the 
author (Professor of Social Philo- 
sophy, practising psychiatrist, and 
not a Jew) tries to explore the 
“mustique,” or the aura of mis- 
taken notions. surrounding the Jews. 
And he doed so with considerable 
matter-of-factness, yet with an oc- 
caslonal touch of irony. 

Although the Jews have had “so 
much impact on the history and 
destiny of the world,” Dr. van den 
ang argues, they are still very 
little understood: 

“No other group's fate has been 
so affected by the mystique it 
created. for Itself, and by the 
effecta of the mystique created 
by others, Jews (like the devil) 
beceme both ridiculous and pow~ 
erful, contemptible and uncanny, 
superior and Inferior, feared, des- 
pised. and sought-after.” 

He grapples with such crucial 
issues as: Are the Jews a race? 
Are they. as both thelr friends and 
enemles seem to suspect, smarter 
than other peopie? Why is there 
such a large percentage of Jews 
among the radicals and Hippies? 
Do Jews make better doctors or 
Πίοσθ aggressive lawyers? And last- 
ly, do American immigranta tnte- 
grate easily in Israel?

MONG the many generalizations which degeribe 
A an artist's output, twa manage to satisfy for most 
poets, One ly the poet whose opus, usually small, con- 
alsts of hard brilliant gems, each striking the reader 
with an inpetus occastonolly exceeding its objective 
worth as poetry. Writery In this class include Rimbaud, 
Baudelaire, Avraham ben Yitshak, and posalbly Rilke. 
Another category is of poets, usually with long extreme- 
ly productive careers, who leave αὶ general linpression 
of compatence, some excellent pasiages, and Hittle overt 
excitement, This group brings to mind Ο. Day Lewis, 
Paul Claudel, Karl Shapiro — and Charica Reznikoff. 

Charleg Reznikoff was born in Brooklyn in 1894, at- 
tended the University of Missour! School of Journallam 
when he was 16, and way graduated from the New York 
University Law School when he was 21, Although ad- 
niitted to the Bar tn New York the following year, Rez- 
αἰ ΚΟΥ͂ has never practiacd Inw, devoting his life to writ- 
Ing. He has published at least eight volumes of poetry, 
beglnoiog in 1027 with "Five Groups of Verse” and, 50 
for, culminating in the recent “Teathmony,” the drat of 
ἃ projected ftve-voluine verae history of the U.S. He has 
also written several volumes of prose, Including the un- 
distinguished novel ‘he Lionhearted,” (2844) about Ri- 
chard 1 of Enginnd and the York maasacre of the Jews. 
All but "Testimony" and the selected verse are out of 
rint.

separating them. The postie form and diction is similar 
in poems on the two themes but the content remains 
divorced, as Ina way do the images, The volume “Jeru- 
Salem the Golden" 1934) cotnbined poems on the two 
themes. In the “Jewish” poems Reznikoff used Biblical 
images, (especially from the Song of Songs) along with 
striking moon — stat imagery: “Shameless moon, naked 
upon the cloudless sky,/showing your rosy and silver 
bosom/to all the city,/King David's, we meditate bdual- 
ness, aid you/must now be bathing on a honsetop in 
the pool of evening,/Bathsheba.” The “American” poetns 
retain the motion imagery, adding also the first of ma- 
ny serles evoking the subway. An artificial distinctlon 
‘was made between the overwhelming yet elusive nature 
imagery uSed in the “Jewish poemg and the never idle 
clatter of American citles. The rare mergers of the 
two types of imagery are successful, as in the good ending 
to an unsatisfactory set of subway poems:

Reznikoff's best works ware written in this period, at 
a time when he wavered between two pulls, trying to 
find what each could offertoa poet exploring his roots. The 
tension was netural ond poignant and the poet truly 
baffled as to which path to take, Did Regnikoff belong 
in a country in which he could query “What are you 
doing in our street among the automobiles,/horse? /How 
are your cousins, the centaur and the untoorn?” Or was 
he a visitor who has “married and married the speach 
of strangers” in a temporary resting place, feeling “how 
much better to Hve/where his fathers have Hved,/than 
to be going about from land to land —/wasting one’s 
Ufe in beginnings,” wishing to be “where to be “where 
the sur still woos Deltlah/and the night entraps Samson,/ 
Pulostinte —/and your speech shall be Hebrew." 


In the early 1940s, the “Jewish” content predominates 
for a while. Thia ls seemingly more out of @ feeling of 
sorrow and angutsh over the Holocaust than out of a 
resolution of Reznikoff's conflict, His poetry ia dry, 
games are played In attempts to render segments from 
the Mishna and Yehuda Halevi into a “poetic” Hing)lsh 
and tn meditations on the Jewish calendar. The poema 
are verbose and tend (0 replace metaphor with weak 
atmiles, a tendency rarely overcome in Rezuikoff’s later 
verse, He Is not comfortable with hig subject matter at 
this point, utilizing the “American” themes almoat ex- 
clusively after the War, A typical example is in the se- 
lection from Yehuda Halevi: “Z cry out Uke the jackals 
tohen 1 think of thair grief ;/but, dreaming of tha end 
of thetr captivity,/I am Uke a harp for your songs.” 


“The original is striking in that the poet becomes trans- 


formed into @ harp, not "like a harp,” but Reznikoff 
sticks in a simile, weakening the effect.. No longer does 
the exhuberance and Clarity of the early work sound 
forth, but the poems are of middle age trying to retain 
the same imagery ag ofa vitalic youth, coming up with 
‘Scrap of paper/blown about the atreet,/you would lke 
to be cherished, Δ auppose,fike a banknote.” — almost 
ἴδ parody of his earlier verse.

Rezinkoff's earllest and Jatcst works are 
by tar the most satisfying; not great poetry but highly 
competent. His middie works, In the 10403 and 1950s, 
tend to take refuge in words, hardly bothering to prune 
them into passable poetry. It is noteworthy that 1: was

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HIS volume is ἃ note-worthy 
contribution to Jewish historio- 
graphy. The first part of the book 
Is valuable mostly for its texts: 
the second part mostly for its stu- 
dies, commentaries and evaluations, 
dealing with fundamental problems 
which confront Jewry in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, such as that of 
mixed marriages, and thet of the 
Dretz Yisract dimension dn contem- 
porary Jewlsh life. In hig preface, 
Dr. Davis states the purpose of the 
book as being to clarify the his- 
tory of the Jews in Amenica in the 
fight of its furopean origins, tho 
surrounding American culture, the 
problems of Jewish survival every- 
where, and the Zionist vision cul- 
minating In the reallty of Israel. 
The mutual relationships between 
American Jewry and other Jewish 
communities comprise a valuable 
component of this study. (Dr. Davis 
is Head of the Institute of Contem- 
porary Jewry and Professor of 
American Jewish History and Insti- 
tutions et the Hebrew University.) 
The author succeeds admirably 
in fulfilling his stated purpose. His 
own experience, combining sound 
scholarship and seasoned teaching 
with a broad range of personal con- 
tacta With diverse Jewish commu- 
nities around the globe, and his 
own roots in the American Jewish 
community (into which he was 
born δῦ years ago tomorrow) coupl- 
ed with this years of tving and 
teaching in Israel endow Professor 
Davis with rich credentials for the 
task he has undertaken In the writ- 
ding of this book. There Is signifi- 
cance in the very fact that the 
book is written in Hebrew. That 
fact is 8 commentary on the de- 
gree to which the focus of Jewish 
studies today Is In Israel. 

In dwelling on the place of Juda- 
ism in ‘America, Prof. Davis deve- 
lops a algnificant point in drawing 
the distinctions betwyen religious 
freedom and religions equality. Thus, 
mot only have Jews enjoyed reli- 
glous freedom but Judalsm has also 
held a place in ‘American life far 
out of proportion to the number of 
its adherents. It has been recoguls- 
ed ag one of the three major Amer- 
ican religlous denominations. It 
would be well for secularists to be 
reminded how much the status of 
the American Jew owes to Judalsm 
as a religious grouping. 

In discussing the organlzotion of 
the Jewlsh community in the U.8., 
the author contrasts the absence of 
ἃ unified representative spokesman- 
ship except for ad hoc bodles to 
deal with emergencies in the lite 
of the Jewish People, with the pre- 
gence of an ongoing untted, repre- 
sentatlve Jewish spokesmanship dn 
Canadiah Jewry.

- Another development in the di. 
rection of Jewlsh unity, which has 
taken place probably only after 
the completion of this study, has 
been the broadening of the Jewish 
Agency 80 as ‘to include the lead- 
ership of non-Zlonist bodleg active 
in ‘the support of Israel's needa. 
There in reason to hope that this 
attempt will be more sucocssful

framework of Jewlsh international 
cooperative endeavour. Prof. Davis is 
right, of course, In stating that 
what ls most important is the qua- 
Uty of Judaism und pot neceayarlly 
the forms of organization, ¥et, one 
need not be at the expense of the 
other. Moreover, organized Jewish 
unity is also a qualitative assct. 
Pursuing the comparative method, 
Prof. Davis compares Jewluh life 
iu the U.S. and Canada with that 
In Latin America. 

Again pursuing the comparative 
method, the author then goes over 
to the problem of intermarriage as 
reflected among varloug Jewish com- 
munities In the world since the 
time of the Wmancipation. He al- 
ludes to an interesting observation 
by Baron Edmund de Rothschild 
more than two generations ago, 
that only in Wretz Yisrael could 
Judaism function without fear of 
assimilation, This section is atcom- 
panied by an interesting piece of 
documentation, tho views on Inter- 
marriage and Membership in Con- 
gregations, as set forth by the Law 
Committees of the Rabbinical As- 
sembly of America (Conservative) 
and the Central Conference of 
American Rabbls (Reform). 

Tracing the hiatory of Zionlam in 
the American concept, the author 
makes the interesting observation 
that whereas in Hurope Zlonlsm 
was reganted mainly aa a political 
ideology, In America ity main cre- 
dential was that of practical help. 
‘One would Ilke to see more stroug- 
ly developed the thealg which [8 
posed, that Zlonism has given spe- 
clal character to Jowish life in 
America, 

The book also contains a chapter 
on Israel's influence on Jewlah sur- 
vival In America. The gserioug quea- 
tlon js raised whether Diaspora 
Jewry 1s spiritually acif-sufflelent, 
A useful table of stativties on the 
condition of Jewish cducation In 
different countries Is presented. The 
meagre percentage of Jewlsh child- 
ven recelving any kind of meaning- 
ful Jewish education, and the 
meugre and woefully Insufficient 
supply of Diaspora-tralned Jewish 
teachers, ralse scrioug doubts about 
the future of Diaspora Jewry with- 
out Israel's help and influence. If 
the author would shift from ex- 
position, he would undoubtedly ex- 
hort the leadership of the American 
Jewish communitles and of Jewish 
communities In other lands where 
the way 18 open, to give top prio- 
rity, In funds and In concern, to 
substantlal meaningful Jewish edu- 
cation. Isract wlll always have a 
major part in sustaining and 
nourishing the will to Jewish sur- 
vival wherever Jews dwell. Yet, it 
would ‘be a relinquishing of indi- 
genous Jewish responsibility to fail 
to exerolse every means of gelf- 
help in the struggle for Jewlsh aur- 
vival,

They always told 
me that I must not say anything 
i heard at home to anybody, 
not even to “uncles.” 

I remember my parents always 
talked in a low voice as if they 
were telling secrets,even at home- 
In the street they never men- 
tloned the subjects that were 
mentioned at home. 


Every night when we went to 
sleep, my parents took a little 
radio with them into bed, as if 
they were afraid that somebody 
would steal it, and they listened 
to it. Now i know that they 
were listening to Kol Israel in 
Yiddish, and they didn't want 
the neighbours to hear them. I 
remember, 8 yer, before we left 
Russia my father had a little may 
of Israel, but he told me ani 
my brothers that It was a map 
of Poland, because he didn't want 
the word “Tsrael” to he men- 
tioned. . 

I remember that my parents 
were always talking about leav- 
ing Russia and going to Poland, 
but they didn’t even tell their 
Jewish friends, except one friend 


in Soviet Russia 


who was a “Zionist,” who was 
called Sasha, My father and Sa- 
sha planned the journey to Po- 
land together. 

The month before we left Rus- 
sia, I remember that my father 
said to'my mother that uncle 
Sasha had been arrested, and he 
said that he was an idiot be- 
causo he talked too much about 
“Palestine.” That was the first 
time I heard the word. I didn’t 
know the meaning of it, but I 
knew that I must not mention 
that word. 

The second time I heard this 
word was when my brother came 
home from school just a few 
days before lJeaving Russia, and 
asked my father where the place 
that was called “Palestine” was.

My father asked him who had 
told him about the place called 
“Palestine.'
